UNITED FORFIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

Union Station—The intelligence from 
this Mission is brought down to the 26th 
Dec. in the Mission Reyister of the current 
month. The war between the Cherokees 
and Osages, continued to be an obstacle to 
the efforts of the Missionaries. The cen- 
flict is maintained with the usual Indian 
barharity. 

The health of the family is almost entire- 
ly confirmed. The Osages will send their 
children to the school, as soon as the war 
is over; they are evidently gratified by the 
proficiency of the few already under instruc- 
tion, The Mission is supplied with mine- 
ral coal, from a place on Verdigris Creck, 
about fifteen miles distant. They have also 
secured a field of corn, which belonged to 
Mr. Revoir, so cruclly murdered by the 
Cherokees, which will probably produce 
them 400 bushels. 

Harmony Station—Dr. Belcher, under 
date of Dec. 21, writes: “ From present ap- 
pearances we have no doubt of obtaining as 
many of the’Osage children for the school, 
as we shall be able to accommodate.” Se- 
veral of the tribe have offered their Children, 
“expressing a wish that they might be 
taucht to read, and to live like white peo- 
ple.” 

Mr. Chapman, of Union Station, has re- 
turned a second time to Harmony, for the 
purpose of having the assistance of Mr. 
Williams, United Ststes’ Interpreter, in ac- 
quiring a knowledge of the Osage language. 
The brethren, Pixley and Requa, are also 
studying it. They have finished a Diction- 
ary, and the most important parts of a 
Grammar. They are now attending to the 
construction of sentences. Mr. ©. refer. 
ring to the existing war, says: *¢ we can- 
not be of use to the tribe in such a state of 
things.” It is certainly very desirable, if 
practicable, that the government of the 
United States should interfere, and put a 
stop to those sanguinary contests that are 
not only operating to the defeat of the best 
designs of benevolence, but to t!.e utter de- 
struction of the Indian tribes. 

Mr. Chapman’s health continued very 
feeble, at the Jast dates, Dec. 28. and it was 
apprehended that attention to his health, 
would require a suspension af his labors 
for a ijme, and also a journey. 

Tuscarora Missionx—On the first Sab- 
bath in February, four young men of the 
tribe, were admitted tothe church. Three 
of them were baptized, and two of them 
married. They are the first in the nation 
for intelligence, industry and influence.— 
An offending sister has also been restercd, 
giving satisfactory tokens of great self-ab- 
horrence and contrition. Another youns 
man has dicd, who would have been admit- 
ted to the church at the same time, had he 
lived. ‘There was “ good reason to delicve 
that he was prepared te be forever with the 
Lord.” Beside these, several others meni- 
fest more or less anxiety about their salva- 
tion. Some of them appear to be deter- 
mined to scek the Lord. “ The Spirit of 
God is still working among the people.” 
The school is increasingly prosperous. — 
From the whole of Mr. Crane’s account, 
we gather that a pious and affectionate dis- 
position prevails-among the Indians; that 
they are not admitted to the church with- 
out repeated examinations and full trial; 
and that the Christian Indians are improv- 
ing in knowledge and practice.

CreaisTian—l found it wis not so easy to un- 
print right notions in bis mind about the devil, as 
it was about the being of a God; nature assisted 
all my arguments t+ evidence to him even the ne- 
cessity of a great first cause, and overruling ga. 
verning powef, a secret directing providence, aml 
of the equity and justice of paying homage to him 
that made us; but there appeared wothing of this 
kind im the notion of an evil spirit; of his origin, 
his being, his nature, and above all, of his incli- 
nation to do evil, and to drawus ia to do sp too:

manner, by a question merely natural and inno- 
e tha! Iscarce knew what to say to him.— 
1 been talking a great deal to him of the 
power ef God, his omnipotence, bis aversion to 
sin, his being a ae | fire to the workers of 
iniquity ; how, as he made us ali, he could 
desiray us and ali the world in a moment; and he 
listened with great seriousm sso me all the while.

Third.—The vicissitudes of the seasons 
arise from the inclination of the earth's 
2xis to the plane of its orbit. 

In consequence of this inclination the 
ecliptic or sun’s apparent path and the ce- 
lestial equator, form an angle of 23°, 24’, 
and as the sun seemingly performs a com 
plete revolution round the ecliptic in the 
course ofa year, his declination, or distance 
north or south from the equator is continu- 
ally changing. ‘Thus after leaving the ver- 
nal equinox (or where the ecliptic cuts the 
equator in Aries) his declination increases 
until he arrives at the tropic of cancer, 
thence to the autumnal equinox (er where 
the ecliptic cuts the equator in Libra) it di- 
minishes until it entirely disappears. From 
Libra to the tropic of Capricorn, the decli- 
nation is south, and increasing, from Ca- 
pricorn it decreases until it arrives at Arics 
or the vernal equinox. 

Hence in the latitude of Philadelphia, 
which is about 39%, 45’, where the celes- 
tial sphere is oblique, the sun, on ihe 21st 
of June, when in the beginning of Cancer 
is within 16° 17 of the zenith of that place, 
but when be enters Capricorn on the 22d 
of December, his distance from the zenith 
is 65° 157; the angle therefore formed by 
the inclination ofthe solar rays tothe plane 
of the horizon is greater by 462% 56’ in sum- 
mer than in winter, 
the sun’s heat is in proportion to the num- 
ber of his rays which falls on any given 
space or plane, andas they proceed in) pa- 
rallel dines, the quantity of rays incident on 
this plane, will depend on its inclination to 
them.—Our horizon may therefore be con- 
sidered as agiven plane, and the force with 
which the sun’s vays fall upon it or the 
portion of heat which it receives from the 
sun is greater or less, according as he is 
hearer to or more remote from our zenith. 

The sun is on the equator in March and 
mean between the two extremes of north 
and south, we then commonly enjoy a tem- 
perature of air between the two extremes 
of heat in summer and cold in winter. 

The different degrees of heat in sainmer 
and winter, alse arise in part, from the un- 
equal time which the sun continues above 
the hovizon. For the nearer the sun is to 
the zenith the longer are the days and the 
shorter are the nights, in consequence of 
which, the earth absorbs more heat.curing 
the day than it evolves during the night, so 
that the quantity of heat on the surface of 
the earth, by their diurnal absorptions con- 
tinucs to increase ag the summer advances, 
—And ‘t is not generally until the days 
have considerably diminished thatthe earth 
evolves the greatest quantiticseof heat: 
then experience the most sultry weather in 
the whole season—This commonly hep- 
pens about the beginning of September. 

On the contrary when the nights are 
longer than the days the earth evolves more 
calniic (or heat) duving the night than it 
imbibes during the day, consequentiy as 
the nights increase and the season advances 
the cold becomes more and mofe intense. 

Thus it appears that the seasons chansre 
with the declination of the sun and his dis- 
tance from the zenith of that place at which 
thove changes occur, and that their pe- 
riodical returns depend on the annual or 
periodical return of the sun to those parts 
of the ecliptic at which the seasons com- 
mence, and as it bas been shown that the

tors of criminal offences. This ix, in the 
opinion of the court, improper and illegal 
—it is illegal im them pot merely to cx- 
act but to reeeire any fees im soch cases; 
and either reeciving or eraccing subjects 
them to indictmen’s for extortion. It has 
atendency to obstruct the administration 
of justice, and is often exceedingly oppres- 
sive upen those of the poorer classes of so- 
ciety, who, in addition to the loss of their 
property, are burdencd with the payment 
of costs, which they cam ill afford; and 
which not unfrequentiy occasions distress 
to themselves and to their familics. We 
hope that upon this pubirc intimation of 
our opinion, the practice will cease. If any 
instances of such cxzaction. have <ome to 
your knowledges, or si:all be laid before you 
by the Attorney General, it is your duty 
to present them for extortion.” 


In the minds of some persons there has 
been doubts whether the Judees of the 
Court of common Pieas could bold 2n Oyer 
and Terminer, while the Judg~s of the Su- 
preme Court, as is the case now, where in 
session, inasmuch as the fifth section of the 
fifth article of the constitution provides, 
that the Judges of the Court of Common 
Pleas “ shall not hold a Court of Oyer and 
Terminer, or Goal delivery, when the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, or any of 
them, shall be sitting in the sane County.”
